Last Moments in Madrid. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.- -War between 


the United States and Spain is a fact, 
though not officially declared so by con- 
gress. 


The stirring events of yesterday were 


succeeded today with rapidity by others 
of equal importance, culminating in the 
afternoon in ordern 
for the depart- 


ure of the North Atlantic equadron for 
Havana. This practically is an act of 
war, ao that the war between this coun- 
try and Spain may fairly be said to date 
from today, April 21, 1898. 


Two ininutea after the opening uf the 


Etui,a department thia morning came 
word from Minister Woodford' that the 
Spanish government, having anticipated 
and prevented hia intentions to present 
the 
President'* ultimatum, he had 


asked for his pataportB. Tbe adminis- 
tration in a public statement announced 
that it regarded the action uf the Span- 
ish government us rendering unneces- 
sary further diplomatic action on the 
part of the United Stated, nnd further 
stated that it regarded the course adopted 
by Spain a4 one placing upon that coun- 
try tbe responsibility for the breach of 
friendly relations. 


Mr. Woodford's telegram resulted in 


the calling of a special cabinet meeting 
to arrange an outline for a plan of cam- 
paign, or rather to determine how to 
begin the execution of the plan of cam- 
paign already prepared hy the strategic 
boards of the army and navy depart- 
ments. The result was the immediate 
order for cue Atlantic squadron to block- 
ade 
Havana. 
How much 
further 


than this the uabiuet progressed in its 
deliberations it ia not possible to say, 
for tbe obvious reason that the time has 
now come when the interests of the 
government require that the movements 
of ahips and troops ehonld be guarded 
with the greatest care from tmdne pub- 
licity, in order to prevent the enemy 
from taking advantage of information. 


11!,OCCADE OP HAVANA. 


The North Atlantic sqnadrbn, under 


Captain Sampson's command, ia a aplen- 
did anay of fine vessels, and this force 
is quite competent to blockade all the 
porti in Cuba, oi at least all of the ports 
connecting by rail with Havana, and HO 
likely to be used to supply that olace, 
in the event of siege, with food and 
munitions of war.

BLANCO'S MANIFESTO 


Lays All the Blame on "a Nation 


of Nobodies."

HAVASA, April 21.—7.30 p.m. -The 


Official Gazette publisb.ee an estra con- 
taining the following manifesto: 


"The general government of the isl- 


and of Cuba to the inhabitants of Caba: 


" Without any reason or legality, 


without the-teastr-offgnse on onr part, 
and at a time when they have received 
from us only proofs of friendship, tho 
United fitatea are forcing ua into war 
j.iet Rt the moment when quietude be- 
gan to settle over the country, when 
production was flourishong, commerce 
taking courage and peace approaching, 
with tbe co-opsratien o(. all classes and 
all parties under the new institutions 
granted by the mother country. 


"Such proceeding ia without precedent 


in history. It evidently manifests the 
bogus politics of tbe republic, demon- 
strating the tricky plans and purooses 
thnt have always been nourished against 
Spain's sovereignty tu Cuba, which the 
enemy has been conspiring lor nearly a 
century to destroy. Oar foes now carry 
their hyponrifly and falsehood to the ex- 
tent of demanding immediate peace in 
a war provoked and sustained bv them- 
selves. Her prudence and moderation 
have been of no avail to Spain, though 
she has carried her concessions to the 
extreme limit of toleration in order to 
avoid a rupture. 


"She still deplores this state of affairs, 


but she accepts it with all the energy 
inspired by a glorious national history 
and tbe pride of her people, a pride 
which will never yield to the stranger's 
haughty demand, nor consent to see 
Spain's right and reason trampled upon 
hy "a nation of nohndioa." 


"If the United States wnnt the island

THE MADRID EUBASSY. 


Minister Wo.idf;ird's action during the 


day, as reported to tho Etate department 
in a lute telegram, indicated that he was 
following a carefully prepared program. 
A Biumficant feature of his message was 
the statement that tbe Spanish govern- 
ment notified him that it regarded its 
withdrawal of Minister Polo yesterday 
as terminating diplomatic nt^otiatious, 
shoving that it was not disposed to ac- 
cept the expressed intention of our gov- 
ernment io continue Minister Woodford 
as a medium of communication until 
Saturday noon.

Sir H. Fry^-Drummond Wolff, is not at 
present in Madrid, so American interests 
will be confided to the British char«e, 
Sir George F. Bonham, Bart.

hor is John R. Spears. 
The work ia divided into four volumes, 
ach treating of a different period in our 
aval history. The first volume tells of 
tie foundation of the navy, and its work 
arinn the Revolution; the second Is 
evoted to onr firet war with Tripoli 
nd the war of 1S12; the third gives the 
losinu chapters of the war of 1812, and 
ascribe! the naval operationa during 
our second difficulty with Tripoli and 
he Meiican war, and the final volnme 
reatE oi the civil war and the modern 
avy. 
Tha publishera claim for this work 
hat it ia the most spirited, complete 
and thoroughly illustrated hiBtory of the 
American navy in existence, and from a 
cursory glance at the volumes we in- 
dorse this estimate- an estimate that 
careful perusal, we are confident, will 
uatify. Mr. John R. Spearc, who was 
jelected to prepare thia great history of 
;he American navy, baa already demon- 
strated hia ability to catch the tree 
thrill of sea-faring and sea-fighting. 
Three years of work at the Naval Acad- 
emy had pat him in touch with the 
service afloat before he began his liter- 
ary work, and hia predilection for the 
sea has -thoroughly familiarized him 
with naval matters.

their veine. Aa all that the average 
American knows nf necrooa ia derived 
from observation of our own colored peo- 
ple iu tbe North and from reading about 
those in the South—which obbervation 
and reading have been vividly empha- 
sized by the ataga darkey—this ohjec. 
tion to recognition of the Cuban republic 
unquestionably makes an impression 
autl favorably affects stocks between 
tipa from Washington.

critics who ore denied acquaintance 
with the raw African of the plantations 
and hia vicioua brother of the town aa- 
loone. Over at Nassau, under the Brit- 
iah flan, J encountered a population 
four-fifthe black. Legally tho negroes 
there have all the rights of other Brit- 
ish aubj.'Cte, but the whites hold the of- 
fices and treat their colored fellow-sub- 
jects in the American spirit almost. 
There are BO many negroes in Nassau, 
though, that they veuture upon an in* 
nolencB of demeanor—not rebuked by 
the black police—which would bring 
them into trouble in any Southern 
Htate. But they cringe for a penny and 
abaeo themselves for a sixpence, aud iu 
the hope of getting either give you to 
underetand that yon are like nnto the 
goda, while they are only poor devils 
condemned by nature to inferiority. 


When yon (tail into a Cuban port and 


the stevedores come out in lighters to 
take off or put on cargo a surprise and a 
shock await 
you. The laborers are 


mostly negroBB. splendid men physic- 
ally, active as cats and atrong with the 
supple strength of the athlete. You 
•lean on tho steamer's taffiail gazing 
down in lazy wonder and admiration 
at the eaae with which these almost 
naked fellows trot about with y50-pound 
bBgB of sngar on thuir backs. The sur- 
prise and shock como when you chance 
to meat thegl&ocfl of one of them. In- 
stantly you feel that you are not looking 
into the eyes of a "nigger" but of a 
man. The dog look in not there, nor 
impertinent defiance, nor anything but 
what your own eyea would eipreap if 
you happened to be a decent fellow, 
minding your own business aud sure ot 
yonr place in the world as a respected 
and Eelf-reaptcting p-iraon. On ehoreit 
is the same. The black man is not ab- 
ject, he does not shuttle, but walks, hia 
eyes encounter youra without either de- 
fiance or tip-hoping humility. You see 
that he ia of no despised and degraded 
caste, but a workman of recognized 
atRtne. He smokoa hia ci?ar, treada the 
sidewalk like a white man, IB polite, as 
moat Spaniards are, and ia as far re- 
moved in spirit and port from onr 
Southern negro as freedom IB from slav- 
ery. He ia not an African but a Cuban. 
In consequence you feel toward him not 
aa you do toward the American colored 
citizen of tbe working class. And you 
treat him otherwise. It breaks on you 
tnat environment hag tremendous 
rlnence upon character.

This experience-, repeated at every 


Cuban port where the veaael touched, 
recalls the astonishment, the bewilder- 
ment of tho Americans, myeelf among 
them, on the French liner "La Bre- 
tagno'' some years ago, occasioned by 
tbe presence of a party of negroes in the 
firet cabin. The leader of the black 
party was an immense man, of anthra- 
cite complexion, and thu other dozen 
ranged from that to the hue of new 
InatTier. In color and features they were 
precisely like onr barbers and bootblacks 
and waiters, but in mannern and dresa 
they were gentleuiou. The party con- 
sisted of President Legitime and his 
staff, expelled from Hajti RS the resul 
of a revolution. Before the voyage, to 
Franco was finished it seemed all right 
that these dignified and intelligent am 
courteous dusky gentlemen should take 
their seats at the table and mingle with 
the rest of ua on deck. They had no 
ponee of inferiority, and therefore m 
aelt-naaertion.

January for Alaska, bus written a letter 
to bis friend, F. E. Black of this city, in 
which he t el Ifl ot bis experience in a 
ihipwreck white on the way to tbe gold 
fields. The letter ia dated Late Llndei- * 
mann, March 30tb, and the following; 
extracts will ba of interest: 


"I have had hard luck since starting 


on my trip to Alaska. We were ship- 
wrecked on Sunday morning, January 
23d, at Lewie Island, about 500 milw 
from Vancouver. We were stranded for 
a week. All wo had to eat was bacon 
fried on a stick. This became rather 
unpalatable, as we had no bread to 20 
with it. However, U >.ept ns alive. 


"It was ft thrilling experience, and 


one that will not be forgotten in many 
d&ya. The weather waa freezing cold, 
and the shipwrecked paeeengerB Blood 
around the compfiies day and night to 


void succumbing to ihe Arctic winter. 
"Alter wo had been on tbe island for 
week and almost given up hope of ba* 
ig rescued tha steamer OreRon waa 
ighted. Wo were taken to Juoeau on 
36 steamer.

This involves t«o 
things—irrigation in drouths and drain- 
age in wet weather. Drainage is a con- 


>imtant of irrigation. Water dcej not

through the soil. The reason why we 
bave not realized the value of drainage 
as an adjunct of irrigation in tbia etati> 
is because the summer season is so dry; 
but in wet seaainn a large percentage 
of the crops is losl by drowning, and in 
dry seasons a similar J jaa occurs in con- 
sequence of drouth. 


In this year this state will lose $25,- 


000,000 ia the value of its grain crop. 
Tbe Sierra Nevada, rising eaatwardly 
of the two great valleys of this Etate, 
forme the eastern wall of thia interior 
basin for a distance of 700 miles. At 
short intervals, and running parallel 
with each other from the central axia 
of the mount aids, them are streams. 
The uplifted region of the Sierra Ne- 
vada throws up a condensing enr'aco, 
and after passing to an altitude of 2,000 
feet the increased 
precipitation 
is 


about one inch for each additional one 
hundred feet of altitude. At the sum- 
mit the rain IB reservoired in the form 
of enow. There is no country in the 
world whose topography is better con- 
structed for the cheap application of 
water. On the west eide of these val- 
leys aro streams which can be availed 
of for irrigation, ami thia ia especially 
true as relates to the Sacramento vallev. 
The $23,000,000 which this state will 
lose on its wheat crop would lay every 
acre aiibject to irrigation under water 
wholly under the control of tha agricul- 
turist. But IB addition to tbia loss, we 
bave the loss of the fruit crop, chieily 
throQEh the fact of a dry winter. If 
the state had been under proper irriga- 
tion, moisture would bave changed cue 
character of the winter with reference 
to frosts. The drouth of thia year will 
give the orchards » very hard struggle 
for existence. The trees will live, but 
fruit buda will not form and a very 
amall crop for next year will be tbe re- 
sult. We will loaeat least $ 10,000,000 in 
consequence of the frost and the drouth 
on the shortage of thu fruit crop. This 
gives ua a loss during the year of $35,- 
000,000, to which muat bo added the IOHR 
in the value of sheep, wool mutton and 
tallow, and hay in consequence of the 
deficiency of feed. This adds fully an- 
other $10,000,000, so that the state may 
be said to bavo lost by reason of the 
absence of irrigation $45,000,000. 


When will the people of California 


learn that they are subject to drouth 
every year and that the drouth can ex- 
tend itself throughout the. year? This 
occurs at short intervale, and when it 
does it entails a IOPB which would con- 
struct a farm ditch to every irrigable 
acre in the state. 


Bat the old style of irrigation has 


gnne ont. 
Main canals, carrying water 


even at wide irtervala throughout our 
valleyB, can 
bu supplemented with 


pumping apparatus and piping, and the 
power for pumping can ba sent down 
wires from electric plants in the mo 
tains. Thus we have in California 
ideally perfect topography for the adop- 
tion and construction of the cheapest 
irrigation systems in the world. The 
torrential character of our streams 
flowing down the western Sank of the 
Sierra Nevada will 2ivo us electrical 
power. Tbose atreame will supply thi 
water and it any deficiency exist? the 
supply can he supplemented by storugR 
in mountain vulleye and ravinea. Then 
the cheap power for pumping will do 
the rept. The old style of flooding land 
through ditches will paaaaway. Wrought 
iron pine is a valuable invention as an 
auxiliary to the development of ayateran 
of irrigation. 


Candidates for couwreaa 
thia yeai 


should be questioned by their constitu 
encies aa to what they will ask at the 
hands of tbegovernment in this respect. 
If the wovemnient can afford to build 
dame to impound debris for the bencfi; 
of the mining industry, it can afford to 
make appropriations for the develop- 
ment of Eyeteme of irrigation. In this 
initial presentation of the subject the 
question is presented to the considera- 
tion of congressional candidates: What 
do yon propose to ask tbe government 
to do for tho liituro of irrigation in Cali- 
fornia?

WASIIINUTOX, April 19.—After one of 


the hardest fought battles between tbo 
two houses known in many years, con- 
gress at aa early hour this morning 
came to an agreement upon the most 
momentous question in which it baa 
dealt with in ita history. 


The Cuban resolution was passed and 


will be eent to the President. Tta pro- 
visions mean the expulsion of Spain 
from the Island of Cuba by the armed 
forces of the United States. There were 
many roll calls in both houaea, and each 
body held tenaciously 'to its own resolu- 
tion. The conferees had great difficulty 
in agreeing. The first conference ehowed 
a determination on the part of the house 
not to yield a B'mjtle point, and it was 
only after lone consultations with th< 
house leaders that they aRreed to allow 
the littlo words "are and" in the firs 
section of the senate resolution, whicl 
declares that the people of Cuba ar 
and of right ought to be free and inde 
pendent. 


The resolution, aa finally adopted, wi 


that reported from the senate committe 
on foreign relations, with tbe addition o 
the fourth section, known as the T 
amendment, disdaimmf; any intentio 
on the part of the United States to ar 
quire Cuba. The resolution cannot D 
eent to the President nntil after it 
signed by the presiding ofniwrg today.

The Senate Finally By a Decisive 


Vote Adopts the Conference 


Resolutions. 


WASHINGTON-, April IU.—The tocsin of 


war has been sounded by the American 
congress. At 1.00 o'clock this morning 
.lie senate received the report of tbe 
conference committee of the two honaea 
of congress and uUeen minutes after- 
ward had adopted it. There was a right 
;o the last minute, the advocates of the 
recognition ol the independence of the 
eland republic standing their ground 
,nHl they were fairly knocked down by 
a vote of 12 to o5. The minority vote 
waa cast by those who wanted radical 
action and insisted that the resolution 
ihould carry with it recognition of the 
.ndependanco of tbe Cuban republic. 


The adoption of the conference report 


brought to a cloae one of tho moat inter- 
esting and tumultuous sessions of the 
senate held in years, Such scenes pf 
confusion and excitement have rarely 
30en witnessed in the ordinarily staid 
and dignified body as characterized its 
proceedings from noon yesterday nntil 
nearly 2 o'clock in the morning. Inter- 
est in all other questions was dwarfed 
uto insignificance by tbe one over- 
whelming question of war—war which 
all now regard to ba absolutely inevit- 
able. Efforts were made to transact the 
regular business of the eonate, but it 
waa wiih the utmost diffidence that sen- 
ators performed thn work. Among thoea 
who it'uiaiued upon the floor while tho 
Bundry civil business was under consid- 
eration the confusion waa so great that 
the business could scarcely proceed. 


A feelioK of bitterness grew up be-

P. F. Brooks' Cheap Feed 


for Horses. 


Claims That Raisins Are Super- 


ior to Barley for Keeping 


Animals Fat. 


P. P. Brooks, living eight miles west 


of Fresno oa Kearney avenue, is experi- 
menting with retains &s horse feed, snd 
tho results of his obaervationa will bo 
interesting, aa he is an old horseman. 


In an interview with a REPUBLIC 


reporter yesterday he said: 


"Barley ia worth $30 a ton and raisins 


from $18 to ?30. It in difficult to sell 
good raisins for ovnr $20 a ton. Some 
time ago I concluded to use raisins as 
horae feed instead of grain 
Aa au ex- 


periment I bought ao old horse and fed 
tbe animal twelve pounds of raisins a 
day. The nag was worn out and poor, 
bat in a short time be began to fatten 
and grow sleek. The foud seemed very 
nourishing, F.nd the horse became plump 
and full of life. I Gold the animal hack 
to the original owner^ for $30—three 
tim°s what I gave for him. 


"Twelve pounds of raisin a a day 


equal to twenty potiurif* of barley. 
At 


the present price of grain this would 
make the food value of raiaina about $(>0 
a ton, leaving a profil of f 32 a ton over 
the actual selling pricn of $18. Theiais- 
ins also make good cattle and beg food, 
but I have rot experimented much in 
that iinP. 


"Horse&essm to relish thfi rai'ias and 


keep in good condition while beiug 
work-*. Several of tny neighbors will 
folio* my example and use raisina for 
atock feel!. This ia a good way tn get 
rid of tbe surplus now in tha hands ol 
tbe farmers."

The Current Turned on to Hanford 


Yesterday Afternoon. 


The electric power transmission lice 


from Kreaaa to Hanford was completed 
yesterday, when Ctiief Electrician J. K. 
Smith of tbe San Joaquin Electric Com- 
pany connected the wires and sent tho 
current to Hartford. 
The line from 


Hanford had been practically rmiehed 
for several days, but the connection had 
not been made. At 1.30 o'clock yester- 
I!HV afternoon the current waa sent over 
thu new line, and tho experiment w?.R a 
IUCC63F. 


The lino ia now the longest traneniia- 


sion tine in the world. The power plant 
is on the San Joaqain river thirty-live 
miles from the eubstRtion, ami the ilia- 
tancfl between hero anil Hftiiford ia 
thirty-two milee. Hanford will receive 
a direct current from tbe power hniifie. 


The current was applied to a suinll 


motor which operated tho press of thu 
Hanlord Nenliitet yesterday. 


A telepUuuo Hue will IJB nm on tho 


polea to Haoford. Two circuits will be 
put up, ous by tho telephone company 
and the other for Mio privatfi use of the 
SHU Jotiquin Electric "company.

men will be at work for four or five days, 
and while they are engaged in the woik 
the current wil! tiavft to t« abut off flt 
times, but thereafter ii will he contin- 
uous.

Remedy for Peach Borer. 


Tho Pacific Tree and Vine gives the 


following remedy for peach 
borer: 


"During thia month tbe larva will 
abandon the tree and envelop itself as a 
pupa in a case oi cocoon made of its 
own boringa and the cum which exudes 
from the wounded tree, if present. Tho 
moth will beyin to hatch soon alter Mp.y 
15tb and deposit egjja nt the base of the 
tree. 
A coating of lime whitewash, 


with a pint oi coal tar added to every 
five pounds o! lime while slaking, and a 
little snlt, applied to tho tren from four 
inches or more below tbe surface to 
eighteen inches above, will tend to hin- 
der the laying of eggs and keep tbo 
young borer from eating through wlipn 
batched. Thie must be ii'.tended to at 
once."
